North  Texas  State  met  the  De- 
mons on  the  N.  S.  C.  court  to 
start  the  season  after  the  holidays, 
and  the  Demons  came  out  on  the 
top  side  of  a  91-74  score  to  give 
them  a  record  of  8  wins  and  3 
losses  before  entering  Gulf  States 
Conference  competition. 
Demons  Begin  GSC  Games 

Displaying  a  tremendous  drive 
in  the  second  half,  the  Demons 
came  from  behind  to  topple  the 
high-scoring  Indians  of  Northeast 
State  College  by  the  score  of  101- 
94. 

Dominating  the  first  half,  the 
Indians,  led  by  sharp-shooting 
Melvin  Gibson,  moved  out  in  front 
in  the  early  stages  of  the  game  and 
maintained  a  5  to  8-point  lead 
until  about  2  minutes  before  the 
end  of  the  half,  when  the  Demons 
pulled  up  to  within  one  point  (47- 
46)  of  the  Indians.  The  Indians 
again  widened  the  margin,  and  the 
score  at  half-time  read  55-52. 

During  the  first  half  the  Indians 
connected  on  57.6%  of  their  floor 
shots  and  the  Demons  on  51.2%. 

The  second  half  was  less  than 
one  minute  old  when  Bill  Collins- 
worth  pitched  in  a  long  one-hander 
to  move  the  Demons  ahead  for  the 
first  time,  56-55.  The  scores  were 
tied  at  56-56,  58-58,  and  62-62, 
but  the  Demons  moved  out  ahead 
and  were  never  caught  again,  al- 
though the  Indians  moved  within 
one  point  on  two  occasions. 

Gibson,  of  Northeast,  was  high- 
point  man  with  38  points,  made  on 
9  field  goals  and  20  of  25  free 
throws.  He  was  followed  bv  team- 


mate Bradley  with  20  points. 

For  the  Demons,  five  players 
got  into  the  two-digit  bracket. 
They  were  led  by  McConathy  with 
24  points,  followed  by  Walker  who 
garnered  21,  Brown  lo.  Collins- 
worth  16,  and  Langston  13. 

The  Demons  led  in  field  goals 
36-39,   but  the   Northeast  Indians 
led  in  free  throws  36-29.

Meeting  the  Louisiana  Tech 
Bulldogs  on  the  enemy  floor  for 
the  locals'  second  conference  game, 
the  Demons  were  nosed  out  in  the 
last  few  seconds  of  plav  by  a 
score  of  81-80.
